Pursuant to Sections 105, 330, and 331 of Chapter 11 of Title 11 of the United States 
Code, (the “ Bankruptcy Code ”), Rule 2016 of the Federal Rules of Bankruptcy Procedure (the 
“ Bankruptcy Rules ”), Rule 2016-1 of the Local Rules of the United States Bankruptcy Court for 
the Northern District of Ohio (the “ Local Bankruptcy Rules ”), the Order Authorizing Retention 
and Employment of Sitrick And Company, Inc. as Corporate Communications Consultant to the 
Debtors Nunc Pro Tunc to the Petition Date [Docket No. 500] (the “ Retention Order ”), the 
Order Establishing Procedures for Interim Compensation and Reimbursement of Expenses for 
Professionals , dated April 26, 2018 [Docket No. 427] (the “ Interim Compensation Order ”), the
